” SAVE THE SOIL ” 


_ 


‘The importance of soil conservation was very. aptly 
brought home to-about 40 persons as’ they attended the 
B, of T. dinner meeting in the Wainwright Hotel on 
Thursday night last. 


To talk about soil conservation and saving the soil to 
a group of business men, one would imagine it to be a 
waste of time and a very dry subject. Withont exception 
though, everyone in attendancé at that meeting enjoyed 
the lecture very much and were pleased to see the steps 
that are being taken to conserve the soil in Alberta in 
general and this district in particular. 


The recent M.D. of Wainwright and Agricultural Ser- 


vice Board ‘‘Save the Soil’’ campaign should be of a 


beneficial nature to farmers and townpeople alike. It 
would appear that not enough farmers were interested 
in the campaign this year, It is to be hoped that in fut- 
ure years there will be 100% enrollment in the contest. 

The idea of the ‘‘Save the Soil’’ campaign is to teach 
by demonstration the proper methods of cultivation of 
the land. This is very important, which we didn’t realize 


before, as it is only a matter of 30 to 40 years hente that © 


unless proper cultivation methods are carried out each 
year, there will be no land in the distrief worth cultivat- 
ing. For too long now the farmers of the North American 
continent have more or less mined the soil as a means to 
an end. This is not the humane thing to do. The land 
from which we all obtain our living, and to which we 
owe our very existence, should be farmed in a careful 
business-like manner so that for time to come there will 
be a living there for future generations. 


Only through proper instruction can the farmers of 
this district improve their farming methods. The Agri- 
cultural Service Board of ‘Wainwright M.D., in conjune- 
tion with other municipalities throughout the province; 
have taken the right step in bringing this instruction 
about. They are to be congratulated on their efforts 
thus far. It is to be hoped that they induce more and 
more of the farmers into their sphere of influence in the 
coming years. Unless they do we are all apt to perish for 
the way of the soil, goes the way of life. This has been 
demonstrated many times before in other regions. 


Everyone can remember the dust bowls of “the United 
States, when mass migration took plaée leaving every- 
thing behind. This was directly due to the method of 
soil tillage in that part of the country. The same condi- 
tions will prevail ii this part of the country if steps ‘are 


‘ not taken now to prevent them. The ‘‘Save the Soil’’ 


campaign is one of the steps along the route to _ better 
farming and in turn better living.It is up to each and 
everyone of.us to see that soil conservation is carried out 
We are not trying to be alarmists, but conditins point to 
the fact that at our present rate of blindly mining the 
land, we will have nothing left to provide us with food 
for our tables.
